freely rest on Sunday now if he so chooses, 
without molestation or interferetice from 
anybody. :

Monday or Thursday ? Because they are 
not regarded as religious daye.

Inay seem desirable to have a uniform 
system of religion for everybody. But as 
long as the world stands there will donbt- 
less be differences of religions faith and 
praetice, and since all do not. ‘view re- 
ligious questions in+the same light, it is 
impossible for the state to formulate a 
system of worship which will be accept- 
able to all. ; 

For the state to step in, and attempt 
to outline the worship and erecd of its 
citizens is for it to assume the plate. of 
Deity. In religious matters the state. has 
no right to meddle. Since Sunday rest and 
worship is a religious matter, a Sunday 
law is beyond the legitimate power of the 
Legislature to enact. If the legislators per- 
sist in passing such legislation, they will
